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Free tickets

THE ballot is now open for people who 
live in Greenwich to apply for free 
tickets to experience the London 2012 
Olympic events planned for Greenwich 
Park a year early. 

The royal park will be playing host to 
the Equestrian and Modern Pentathlon 
events in July next year. Five days 
of testing will be staged in the park 
this summer from July 4. LOCOG, 
the London Organising Committee of 
the Olympic Games, is organising the 
events to test its plans for the equestrian 
and modern pentathlon to make sure 
everything works well operationally in 
advance of the go-live day. 

The test events were given the formal 
go-ahead at the council’s Planning Board 
meeting last month. 

It means Greenwich residents will 
have a unique chance to experience 
the atmosphere and excitement of an 
Olympic event a full year ahead of the 
real thing. 

Greenwich Council leader Chris 
Roberts said: “These events will allow 
local residents and schoolchildren an 
early opportunity to experience the 
atmosphere of world class sporting 
events ahead of the Games proper next 
year.”

• Wednesday July 6 - Show Jumping 
12.30pm-5pm 

• Saturday July 9 - Men’s Modern

Last chance to return census form 


IF you haven’t filled in your census 
form yet you could now be risking 
prosecution. Failing to return your 
census is a criminal offence which 
could incur a £1000 fine. 

Every completed census in Greenwich 
makes a real difference to every 
resident in the borough. This is 
because the amount of funding which 
comes to Greenwich for services 
like health, schools and the police is 
worked out based on the number of 
people counted in the census as living 
here. Just 7 people counted would pay 
for 1 nurse in Greenwich. 11 people 
counted would pay for a police officer 
or teacher. 

Greenwich Council’s deputy leader 
Peter Brooks said: “We want people to 
understand just how much the census 
directly impacts on every person’s life 
here in Greenwich. Returning your 


census form really does make a huge 
difference to the services we provide 
and we can’t risk the Greenwich 
population not being counted correctly. 
It would mean we wouldn’t have the 
right amount of money to provide for 
everyone who lives here. This would 
put an even bigger strain on services 
at a time when huge reductions in 
budgets have already put untold 
pressure onto local authorities, health 
services and the police. We thank all 
households in Greenwich which have 
returned their census forms and we 
know some still haven’t done theirs 
yet so if this includes you then please 
complete it and send it back today - or 
do it online.” 

Census staff from the Office for 
National Statistics are now following 
up non-returns and conducting 
interviews under caution with 


householders who haven’t sent their 
form back. All staff will carry ID so 
make sure you ask them to present it 
before letting anyone into the home. 
Prosecution is the last resort and 
census staff will ensure households 
have every opportunity to complete 
their census before taking further 
action.

It’s off to work wo go

JOB-seekers from all over the 
borough have started signing up for 
a new 12-week initiative designed 
to give them “an added edge” into 
the world of work. 

Work Clubs are now being piloted in 
Eltham, and at Plumstead and Abbey 
Wood libraries, and a fourth should 
open at the new Woolwich Centre in 
Wellington Street, which is due to open 
in July. 

The Work Clubs, which have 
government support across the country, 
have been launched locally by GLLaB, 
the Greenwich local labour and business 
initiative, alongside Library Services, 
Jobcentre Plus and Volunteer Centre 
Greenwich. 

Club members have been given a 
32-page personal record booklet to start 
filling in. It’s called “Get Set. . .” and 
it’s been compiled in collaboration with 
Greenwich Community College. 

Besides tips on CVs and covering letters 
to potential employers, it includes a 
check-list around personal skills and 
experience and interview practice 
questions. The aim of the new clubs is to 
help unemployed people make the most 
of local knowledge and resources. 

Cllr Denise Hyland, the Greenwich 
Council cabinet member for 
regeneration, enterprise and skills, was 
at the launch of the first Work Club in 
the Eltham Centre library. The club will

run every Tuesday from 10am. 

Cllr Hyland said: “Research has shown 
that the most effective way of finding 
work is through friends, family and 
social networks - and the Work Clubs will 
give people a supportive environment in 
which to do this.” 

Building worker Graham Middleditch 
has been looking for work since mid- 
March. He’s been registered with GLLaB 
for several years and told GT: “Hopefully, 
I’ll have a few weeks’ work by the end of 


today. This club will be very helpful to 
me. I don’t know how to use a computer, 
and I could send out my CV if I knew 
how.” 

Aishah Harun, who did 14 years with 
Singapore International Airlines, has 
been in the job market for 18 months. 

Aishah, who did a degree in 
International Relations, recently had a 
successful first interview to work with 
London 2012. 

She said: “I know there are hundreds 
of job-seekers out there, but, certainly, 
the networking being offered at this club 
will be very helpful.” 

Eltham father-of-three Manuel 
Mbiyavanga said: “I really need to 
improve my CV and find out the best 
way of presenting it. Also, if you go for 
an interview and you fail, this club will 
show you how to do better next time.” 

Nathan Dale-Emberton, who wants to 
build up his experience as a teaching 
assistant, said:“I’ve never been to a 
Work Club before, and I’m coming here 
today with my eyes wide open - just to 
see what happens.”

THE loneliness of the 
long-distance runner isn’t 
so bad when you’re way 
out in front of the field on 
your own. 

That was the happy position 
in which Sabrina Sinha 
found herself at the London 
Borough Challenge race 
on London Marathon day - 
beating no fewer than 800 
capital competitors! 

It was the first time 
Greenwich has had an 
individual winner, and the 
Blackheath school girl was 
still only 11 as she raced home 
37 seconds clear of her nearest 
rival in the three-mile 13-and- 
under race. 

Sabrina, just turned 12, puts 
her stamina down to another 
sport. She told GT: “I swim 
almost every day and I think 
that’s where I get my fitness 
from. 

“I like to run middle and long 
distances. They are hard and 
they take up a lot of energy 
but I find I can push myself 
when others are starting to 
slow down. 

“Now I hope to do well 
nationally and one day go to 
the Olympics.” 

Before that will be the little 
matter of the London Youth 
Games at Crystal Palace in 
July when Greenwich will 
hope to see Sabrina piling up 
the points. 

Look out for 14-year-old 
sister Natasha too. Sabrina 
will join her in the Aquathon 
event, the two of them having 
completed an amazing age 
group double at the London 
Schools Cross Country 
Championships earlier this 
year. 

Mum, Angela, told GT: “I 


don’t know if that’s a unique 
achievement, sisters winning 
titles at the same event, but 
it must be very unusual. 
Sabrina also came eighth out 
of 305 runners in the national 
Under 13 championship when 
she was 11. 

“At the Borough Challenge 
she was presented with a big 
trophy by Richard Branson. 
She runs for Cambridge 
Harriers and is also in the 
Kent County cross-country 
team.” 

The world was first alerted 
to Sabrina’s talent when she 
was five!. Mum said: “I took 
her on the 5k ‘Race for Life’ on 
Blackheath and she did it in 22 
minutes! We always knew she 
had something special in her . 

“Her sister’s an elite 
swimmer, so we’ve got two 
very talented young ladies. 
I don’t know where it’s 
come from - it must be the 
milkman!” 

Mark Newell, Sabrina’s 
coach at Cambridge Harriers, 
said: “Her performance in 
the Mini Marathon did not 
take me by surprise because 
she has been improving 
throughout the cross-country 
season. 

“She had quite an amazing 
result for her age when 
finishing eighth in the inter- 
counties championships. She 
gives 100 per cent at training 
and isn’t afraid to push 
herself in races. I’ve been 
coaching for 15 years and you 
don’t get many like her with 
the natural ability and the 
determination. 

“She’s confident but not in a 
swaggering way. She’s great, 
without any airs or graces 
about herself.”

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T HE celebrations were fit for a 
Royal-Borough-in-waiting. 

Proud residents showed extra 
special enthusiasm for last month’s 
Royal Wedding - for a very special 
reason. 

Estates, streets, pubs and community 
groups turned out to toast the wedding 
of Prince William and Kate Middleton - 
knowing that, in just a few months, the 
bridegroom’s grandmother Her Majesty 
the Queen will be bestowing a brand 
new status on historic Greenwich in 
honour of her Diamond Jubilee. 

Royal Borough status is being bestowed 
in recognition of the links between 
Greenwich and the Royal family since 
the Middle Ages.

Charlie am 
commemorative scooped tickets to watch 
William and Kate as they arrived at 

plaque and to plant a 
new rose tree to mark the occasion. 
Joan, who has lived on the estate for 
over 20 years, told GT: “We’re already 
planning our separate Diamond Jubilee 
Garden, although we’re not revealing 
any details as yet! It’s absolutely 
fantastic news that we’re becoming a 
Royal Borough. 

“We’ve already started encouraging 
young people on this estate to design a 
special mural.” 

The Mayor then cut a special wedding 
cake. Young resident, Debbie Osibodu, 
13, a pupil of Plumstead Manor School, 
read the welcoming speech, and eight- 
year-old Emeraude Ntumba presented 
their guest with a bouquet. 

Over on Red Lion Lane, Shooters Hill, 
mum-of-three Karen Cooper and a 
neighbour, Gemma, decided to see if 
they could drum up interest for a party. 
Nearby Christ Church CE School 
donated tables and chairs, the Red 
Lion pub lent them bunting and flags 
and helped with the sandwiches and 
there were Indian snacks from a local 
restaurant. 

Karen said: “People have been 
wonderful - including a couple called 
Betty and Bob who just knocked on my 
door with armfuls of sweets and drinks 
for the children. 

“We had crown-making, face-painting 
and a bouncy castle.” 

Karen put a TV in her garden and 
encouraged other neighbours to put 
their televisions in their windows so 
everyone could watch the wedding 
itself. 

Generous donations from shops and 


supermarkets helped the party in White 
Hart Road, Plumstead, go with a swing. 
Co-ordinator Linda Noble, who has 
lived there for almost 40 years, said: 
“Most people I approached have been 
fantastic. One of the parents put up 
bunting the night before, and we had 
the use of the Salvation Army kitchen 
in our road.” 

The whole of the 500-pupil Gordon 
Primary School in Earlshall Road, 
Eltham, partied during the afternoon 
the day before the Royal Wedding.

Managers Julie Torrison 
and Linda Whitelock 
decorated all the rooms, 
and encouraged everyone 
to bring in photos of their 
l Archie Collins parents’ and grandparents’ 
Royal Wedding guests weddings to put on 

display. Each child got a 
printed invitation to the 
party and a boxed commemorative 
medal. Everyone launched balloons 
from the garden during the event. 

Julie told us: “We’ve been telling them 
about the history around the Royal 
Wedding and they all know it’s ‘Kate 
and William’.” 

Twins Charlie and Archie Collins, 
aged nine, from Millennium Primary 
School on Greenwich Peninsula, wrote 
to Buckingham Palace, asking for an 
invitation to the Royal Wedding - and 
they were given seats just outside 
Westminster Abbey. 

The boys both have cerebral palsy and 
need to use wheelchairs, but nothing 
fazes them says mum, Amanda, 
from Blackheath. They’re both keen 
footballers and basketball players. 

Mum said: “They’re also St John’s 


Ambulance cadets, and they’d been to 
the palace last December as part of a 
group of 15 for a ‘Child of Achievement’ 
tea party. 

“They’d met Princess Anne, so, when 
they wrote asking for an invitation to 
the wedding, they mentioned that she 
would be able to vouch for their good 
behaviour!”

Your band 
information is on the letter that the Council sent you when 
you registered, or when your circumstances changed. 

Property adverts say which band can apply and any other criteria. 
When all the bids are received, the property is then offered to: 

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

O First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 

If you’re not, get an application form by phoning the Access and Allocations 
Section on 020 8921 2941. Or pick up a form from any neighbourhood office. 


Find your applicant number 

O lt will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Council about the 
new scheme. You’ll need that number and the reference number of 
the property you’re after, which will be on the advert.

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The Great Baltic Adventure is sending a local brew to 
Russia in the first trade of its kind for nearly 200 years

A SPECIALITY beer brewed 
in Greenwich is set to 
tantalise the taste buds of 
connoisseurs in Russia when 
an epic voyage sets sail later 


this week. 

A crew of Brits cast off from Woolwich 
Pier this Saturday (May 15) on a journey to 
Saint Petersburg which will take five weeks 
to complete. And when they do arrive, they 
will be handing over a selection of Britain’s 
finest brewers’ take on a popular Baltic 
tipple: Russian Imperial Stout. 

Greenwich brewery Meantime is one of just 
a handful of the country’s top beer-makers 
who have had a go at making the strong 
dark ale specially for the exchange. 

It’s a powerful brew - 7-10 per cent proof 
- whose popularity in Blighty has waned 
over the three centuries since its inception. 
The Russians were introduced to the it 
after Peter the Great got a taste for strong 
beer when he came to Deptford to study 
shipbuilding at the end of the 17th Century. 
And not since the middle of the 18th 
Century has this variety of beer been 
traded with Russia in this way. 



Tim O’Rourke, a brewmaster and sailor 
with years of experience under his belt 
is the man behind The Great Baltic 
Adventure. He said: “This is an idea whose 
time has come around again - this has to 
be the most epic journey a drayman has 
made for 200 years. 

“The boat’s called Thermopylae, and it’s 
already circumnavigated the world four 
times, so - touch wood - there shouldn’t be 
any problems with her.” 

The 60ft clipper’s crew will be 
quenching their thirst en route, 
stopping off at beer festivals on 
the way. There will be stopovers 
in Copenhagen, Stockholm and 
Helsinki, before the sailing boat 
docks in Russia. And the crafty 
crew are even setting out from a 
beer festival - the Dial Arch in 
Woolwich Arsenal has an ale 
celebration running from May 
14-16. Skipper Tim added: “We 
went to see the Dial Arch about 
tying in the launch with their 
beer festival because the 
pub is right on the spot by 
Woolwich Pier on the river 
and it made sense to involve 
them and have a send-off 
beer festival as well as the 
ones en route. 

“There will be tasting of our 14 
varieties of Russian stout at the 
Dial Arch.” 

Weather permitting, the yacht will 
reach Russia on June 18, where the 
voyage culminates in a presentation of 


the Brit-brews at Magerfest, a speciality 
beer festival in Saint Petersburg. The 
varieties carried on board Thermopylae 
will be judged by a panel of expert Russian 
brewers. 

“It’s a very distinctive beer and one which 
was very popular in the 18th Century,” said 
Tim. “It hasn’t been available in Russia 
for nearly 100 years, since 1917. I’m very 
proud to say it was a completely British 
invention.”

HE’S one of the hottest new talents on 
the London comedy circuit and later this 
month he plays his biggest gig to date at 
Up The Creek. 

Gareth Postans burst onto the scene at 
the end of last year and has played over 50 
shows, sometimes as many as two or three 
a week. 

He’s paid his dues at open mic nights 
across the capital and now he’s got the 
chance to ply his trade at one of London’s 
edgiest clubs. 

Up The Creek, on Creek Road, was founded 
by Greenwich legend Malcolm Hardee, and 
gave early exposure to the likes of Harry 
Enfield, Vic Reeves and Bob Mortimer, and 
Jo Brand. 

Gareth’s taking on the challenge of the 
club’s legendary open mic night on 
Thursday May 1 9, pitting his wits against 
other young guns and a notoriously 
boisterous audience. He told Scene: “This 
is one of the best open mics in London - it’s 
one of the big ones. It will be the biggest gig 
I’ve done. 

“It’s quite exciting for me - I was meant to 
do the slot at the end of last year but I was 
taken ill, so I’ve been waiting to get on, and 
now I’ve got this slot so I’m pretty chuffed 
about it.” 

Gareth began performing stand up less 
than a year ago after he upped sticks from 
Herefordshire and moved to London. 

He added: “When I first started I made the 
mistake of changing my material quite a 
lot, which isn’t a good idea if you’re not 
used to being on a stage. I’ve now got a core 
1 0-minute act which I’m really confident 
with, and I’ll mix and match other stuff 
depending on how the gig’s going.” 

It’s all very well being funny, but actually 
getting on stage and being funny is an 
entirely different matter. 

"You can practice in the mirror, but unless 
you’re in front of people you’re never going 
to overcome those nerves,” Gareth said. 
"You’ve just got to do it and jump in the 
deep end.” 

And Up The Creek is certainly the deep end, 
but the comic is prepared to give as good as 
he gets. 

“I’ve been heckled once or twice,” Gareth 
admitted. “On one occasion a guy in the 
front row kept saying to me ‘You’ve just 
made this up, you’re a liar’, and I laid into 
him. He soon stopped.” 

Gareth’s deadpan delivery and demeanour 
has been compared to a fellow British 
comic. "A lot of people say I look a lot 
like Jack Dee, which I’m not sure is a 
compliment or not, considering I’m about 
30 years younger than him.”

HOW fittingly 
appropriate, a 
Jacobean play 
written in 1604 
unrolled in a 
Jacobean house built in 1607. 
Charlton House, of course - 
perhaps the finest example of 
Jacobean architecture in the 
country, and the setting for a 
new rendition of Shakespeare’s 
Macbeth. Why didn’t we 
think of this before? Surely 
more could be made of this 
marvellous location. Original 
oak staircases painstakingly 
preserved, high-vaulted ceilings 
restored to their splendour, the 
whole set in acres of perfectly 
manicured gardens and all 
on our doorstep. The effect 
is stunning and the perfect 
backdrop to River Productions’ 
imaginative and contemporary 
production of one of the Bard’s 
most famous tragedies. 

RP is a newly-formed, London- 
based, fringe theatre company 
which saw Paul Mooney 
directing and Laura Kressley 
producing. Their aim was 
to shock and to engage the 
audience - Lady Macbeth in 
red underwear and stockings,

Banquo, a woman. The front 
rows were certainly not for the 
faint-hearted as the witches, 
(here, three naughty, noisy 
and petulant children, Luisa 
Guerreiro, Michelle Yim and 
Alicia Bennett constantly 
talk to and interact with their 
guests.) 

The audience was worked hard 
for their supper as characters 
continuously leapt out both 
from behind and above - the 
two tiered old library setting a 
wonderfully appropriate means 
to an end. 

But if artistically complex, 
it is technically simple. The 
library never changes - from 
the witches’ lair to Macbeth’s 
royal home, no concessions are 
made. It is curiously bleak and 
free of accessories. The lighting 
is equally stark and - barring an 
intelligent and imaginative use 
of large, electric torches - the 
entire performance is enacted 
in semi-darkness as befits the 
regicide about to unfold. 

It is left to the language to light 
our way, and what language it 
is: concise as never before or 
since, rich in ideas and elegant 
in construction, eternally 


memorable. But its lifeblood 
and its force is in its delivery, 
and here - Banquo (Claire 
Chard) and Lady Macbeth 
(Sarah Strong) notwithstanding 
- its conveyance is too fast. 

“If it were done when ‘tis 
done, then ‘twere well it were 
done quickly,” relates to the 
completion of the deed, not 
the dialogue. Macbeth (Andrei 
Alen), as in deed, is the chief 
(but not only) culprit, refusing 
to linger and brutally ignoring 
the rhythm and flow. His wife 
is less urgent, luxuriating 
in a phrase and hanging on 
a meaning. Nevertheless, 
they transition well enough 
together, albeit in opposite 
directions, he from hesitant 
weakling to ignominious brute, 
she from ferocious politician to 
gibbering wreck. 

So while it may not to be 
everyone’s taste, River 
Productions must be 
commended on its energy and 
its ambition. Both the company 
and its setting deserved more 
than the handful of guests who 
attended. 6/10

This charismatic, energetic,

from Essex strode on to the 
stage with a calm assurance 
well beyond his years. 

“This is the second time I’ve 
been out since the baby,” said 
Cullum, whose other half is 
model Sophie Dahl - “so be 
gentle with me." 

For all his boyish charm 
and good looks, Cullum has 
earned his stripes, signing 
for Universal back in 2003. He 
opened with an old favourite, 

I Want To Be A Popstar, a 
playful rumination on the pros 
of being a pop star as opposed 
to a jazz crooner - the perfect 
vehicle for highlighting a 
light-hearted approach that 
has won over audiences both 
young and old. 

A self-deprecating personality 
and some gentle humour soon 
had us warming to him and he 
moved on to the more serious 
Rayleigh Road, a tribute to 
his Burmese grandparents 
who struggled to integrate 
into the Britain of the 1950s. 
Cullum lost himself in this, 
oblivious to his audience and 


almost surprised when he had 
finished. 

Playing solo is never easy 
but he mixed things up well 
by using his piano as a beat 
box to obtain some stunning 
rhythms, by intensive 
audience participation 
including three concurrent 
harmonies in a haunting 
rendition from his debut 
album, All At Sea and by 
playing one or two apparently 
hitherto unheard (but surely 
soon-to-be-released) songs 
including one about a close 
friend who refuses to grow 
up. 

He closed the show with a 
colossal rendition of Don’t 
Stop The Music, only to be 
forced to return with the song 
of which he is most proud: 
Gran Torino, which he wrote 
in close collaboration with 
Clint and Kyle Eastwood for 
the movie of the same name. 
While Cullum’s musical 
talent has never been in 
doubt, his decision to mix 
jazz standards, American 
songbook classics and 
contemporary pop culture 
was a courageous and bold 
step that could easily have 
backfired. But his vocal range, 
innovative arrangements 
and near-perfect execution 
somehow ties them all 
together. Cullum is surely a 
one-off. 

A stunning evening. Roll on 
the next show. 9/10.

WHEN teams occupying 14th and 
18th positions in their league meet 
in the last game of mutually disap- 
pointing seasons, only a cockeyed 
optimist would expect a goal-stud- 
ded classic.

The improving visitors 
were unlucky that all-purpose Llera 
was ideally placed to kick Monkhouse’s 
effort off the line. 


Useful at both ends, Llera managed 
an improvised, bouncing shot from 
Michael Stewart’s right wing corner 
but Flinders improbably conjured the 
ball over the bar. 

Even United’s inspired keeper was 
helpless to stop the venomous drive, 
with which Federico Bessone met 
Wright-Phillips’ cute lay-off, but was 
saved again by the bar. And that was 
all, folks! 

So the 2010-2011 season can be 
consigned to the dry minutiae of the 
record books, unloved, unlamented, 
all too frequently unmentionable.
